If the tax money is spent to sup- 


ply the communily with real goods 
and services — bridges, roads, 
fire 


protection, education, public health, 
Uie tax limit is farther away. 


If tax money is user to provide not 


only such goods and services but 
also food, clothing, shelter, and the nec- 
essities of life, the economic limit 
of taxation recedes still further—for 
then it is being used to incresase pro- 
duction. In theory it is conceivable 
for the government to take al lin- 
come, if it would then furnish all the 
necessiies and luxuries of life free. 


There are oilier economic limits. 


Too heavy taxes may prevent people 
from saving money and starting new 
enterprises with it. 
When govern- 


ment puts a heavy income tax on pro- 
fits, it claims a share in all gains, but 
assumes no risk of losses,' That in- 
creases the risk to Ihe prospective in- 
vestor, makes him less willing to take 
it. 


What Is ii "Fair TaxV"? 


That brings us clown to the question 
if whelher laxes are "fair". Many 
people complain that the sales tax, 
ligaret tax are "unfair". 


All taxes are unfair. That is to 


iay, all tax schemes must be approx- 
imations. A tax plan which figured 
out just what was "fair" for every 
axpaycr would be so elaborate and 
costly 'that the taxes would all be 
eaten up in administering it. 


So every tax is a compromise. The 


jroblem is to devise taxes that arc 
lot too unjust to individuals, and not 
o expensive to collect; taxes the soc- 
al effect of whose payment is desir- 
able, and which arc in some proport- 
.on to ability to pay and benefits re- 
ceived. 


Thus many people believe that sales 


taxes are undcrsirable except in cases 


direct proportion of a poor man's

The Pope Dies 


VATICAN CITY—(/P)—Pope Pius, 81, 


famed through his reign as the pope 
of peace, died at 5:31 a. m. (10:31 p. 
m, Hope, time Thursday,) ,a Vatican 
news service announced . Eugenio 
Cardinal Pacelli made the official pro- 
nouncement of death.

the first cardinals to reach the papal 
apartment. Cardinal- Dominioni was 
for many years the pontiff's master of 
ceremonies.

Extreme unction was administered 


about 30 minutes before death came 
to the holy father, who would have 
been 82 on May 31 and since De- 
cember, 1936, had weakened gradual- 
ly after a critical illness^-a swelling 
of the veins which affected his legs.

In the days of prohibition criticism 


of' that "noble experiment" was us- 
ually from the" standpoint of personal 
liberty and the right of the individual 
to drink. 
There were few, if any, 


who defended the' liquor traffic, or 
who sought to see it re-established' 
on social grounds. The most intense 
opponents ot prohibition almost all1 
tocognzcd the social evils associated 
with the traffic and strongly professed 
to be aginst the re-establishment of 
tlie salon. 


Now that) the liquor traffic has been 


re-established legally in the nation, 
or in most parts of it, it is the social 
perils associated with it that are again 
being emphasized .• 


Jt is this aspect that is present- 


ed in this temperance lesson, and the 
iBible-r-obth in the Old and New Test- 
laments—offers plenty of material for 
such a lesson. These plain and intense 
words of the propuhet Amos might 
be applied with very little change 
'to our own day. 


We are witnessing in many parts 


of American society today not only 


great increase in the' drinking of 


alcholic liquor but also an adoption, 
or resumption, of the drinking, habit 
on the part of many people who were 
at one time total' abstainers. 


In respect to- these things the tem- 


jcrence lessons drawn from the Bible 
can be equally drawn form our' new- 
spapers as they' reflect this moral 
wcakenjng in- the life of today. 
It 


would be appalling, if we were'not in- 
fluenced by a cynical disregard of 
some of ,the most serious factors in 
our"..so'cfdl ' life," to 'consider the" ex- 
tent ot which, nlohol. is associated with 
moral arid social tragedy. 


There are, of course, 
the 
frig- 


htful accidents on the highways, so 
large a proportion ,of which are due 
to drunken driving or to tlie driving of 
those whose nerve and judgment have 
been weaknened by drinking, even 
through they may not have reached 
the drunken stage. Of course, all high- 
way accidents are not due to drink. A 
sober man who is reckless or care- 
less or uses bad judgement may be 
even more dangerous on the highway 
than a drinking amn who is by nature 
careful and of good judgment. 


A generation ago we would have 


been' outraged at the idea of allowing 
a' drinking man to operate a rail- 
road locomotive; yet we allow drink- 
ing men to operate 
high-powered 


engines in automobiles that are not 
: confined to teachks, and that have1 


i far greater potentialities of destruc- 
tion than a locomotive which is con- 
cerned' chiefly only with the passeng- 
cds on its particular train.

Health of Hogs 


Farm people should pay particular 


attention to the health of the hogs 
they butcher for their home meat sup- 
ply. 
- , • - . ' . ' 
' Meat from a hog that is infected 
with,disease endangers the health of 
the people who eat it, and even if the 
.disease "is not transmissible to the 
consumer, it will im'pai rthe. curing 
arid keeping qualities of the meat. 


Although tuberculosis might, be dif- 


ficult to recognize in an animal be- 
fore it has been slaughtered, it may 
ae easily recognized after the anima' 
las been killed, according to Neal W. 
rlilston, assistant animal husbandman, 
University of Arkansas College ol 
Agriculture. The lymph glands of the 
neck, the liver, and the lungs will be 
spotted with small, light colored boils 
or pus pockets. These boils may ex- 
;end alongUhe ribs and down the back- 
jone, in which case the hog has a 
generalized case of tuberculosis, and 
.he meat is unfit for human consump- 
;ion. 
Often the boils appear only on 


iie lungs and liver, and in such cases 
the rest of the carcass is safe for hu- 
man food. 


The best way to dispose of the dis- 


eased carcass without total loss is to 
cook it thoroughly and feed it to the
